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REMARKS 

The foregoing amendnieni amends Claims 15, 22 and 23 and cancels Claim 18 so that 
Claims 1-17 and 18-38 are pending in the application with Claims 1-14 and 24-38 being 



The Examiner rejected Claims 15-17, 22 and 23 under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as anticipated 
by U.S. Patent No. 6,266,649 to Linden ei al. C'Linden"), rejected Claim 18 under 35 U.S.C. 
103(a) as being obvious over Linden in view of U.S. Patent No. 5,937,397 to Callaghan 
("Callaghan"), and rejected Claims 19-21 ander 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being obvious over 
Linden in view of U.S. Patent Application Publication No. 2003/0191742 to Yonezawa et al. 
("Yonezawa"). 

In maintaining the rejection of Claim IS, which recited that the advertisement 
information, the additional infonnation and the target information are specified by the 
advertisement sponsor, the Examiner alleged that the claim did not recite that the target 
information is specified by the same advertisement sponsor as the advertisement information. 
The foregoing amendment to Claim 15 clarifies this aspect of the invention, which is 
described in detail in the specification. See e.g. Figs. 16 and 18 and accompanying text. 
Claim 15 now recites that the target information is specified in advance by an advertisement 
sponsor and that the advertisement information is associated with additional information of 
the same advertisement sponsor. For example, a user who is accessing target information, 
such as a web page showing an item selected by the user, is provided with advertisement 
information, such as web pages of items related to the selected item. The target information 
is specified by the advertisement sponsor and the advertisement information is additional 
information of the sanie advertisement sponsor. 

Claim 15 recites a metliod in which the appropriate advertisement information of the 
advertisement sponsor is provided to the user according to the access log of each user, so that 
the additional information acquisition count for the advertisement sponsor is increased, even 
when the advenisement viewing count is the same since the advertisement information is 



withdrav\'n. 



Claims 15-17 and 19-23 Are Patentable over the Cited References 
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effectively pro\aded to those users who are more likely to acquire the additional information 
than others. See e.g. specification page 40, lines 1-3 and page 44, lines 23-34, 

As argued in the previous response, Callaghan only describes a business sponsored 
web page which provides a list of recommended web pages. Callaghan does not describe 
providing a sponsored advertisement to tlie user who is accessing target information which is 
specified by the same advertisement sponsor, as required by Claim 15. 

The foregoing amendment amends Claims 22 and 23 in a manner similar to Claim 15 
so that these claims are also patentable over Linden and Callaghan. Claims 16, 17, and 19- 
21 depend from Claim 15 and are patentable over the cited references for at least the same 
reasons as Claim 15.
